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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

3. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor.

Abstracts intended for publication in the March issue of Numismatic Literature should 
be received at the editorial office of The American Numismatic Society, Broadway at 
155th Street, New York, NY 10032, no later than 15 November of the preceding year; 
abstracts for the September issue should be received no later than 15 May of the same 
year.

A language like Latin that has lost 
terminal m and s, and does not distinguish between e and i, and o and u cannot have 
been significantly inflected in speech, whatever may have been retained in formal, 
especially liturgical, use by both pagans and Christians, and in literature. Twenty-six 
coins are used to illustrate vowel and consonant substitutions, which suggest that 
perhaps Romans may have really spoken Italian, however they tried to write it.

This offers a detailed survey and reappraisal of the coinage of Stephen’s reign in 
the light of recent work on political and administrative history. Early in the reign, 
Stephen restored minting rights to many towns that had lost them in Henry I’s reform 
of 1125. The early loss of royal authority in certain regions is traced in type 1 through 
falling weight standards and local die-production. The southeastern distribution of 
Stephen’s two substantive types (2 and 6) is contrasted with the ‘independent’ issues 
produced elsewhere in Stephen’s name or in the name of barons. A revised 
chronology is presented for the substantive types and the ‘independent’ issues, in 
particular the York series which is attributed to the later 1140s and early 1150s. An 
appendix lists thirty-seven British and Continental hoards with coins of Stephen’s 
reign.

282 BLACKBURN, M.A.S. and A. ROGERSON. Two Viking-Age silver 
ingots from Ditchingham and Hindringham, Norfolk: The first East Anglian 
ingot finds.

Two ingots, together with finds of Carolingian and Islamic coins, provide some 
evidence for a limited use of bullion as money in East Anglia during the late 9th or 
early 10th century.

The use of the silver English penny in Europe 
and its widespread imitation on the continent in the late 12th and 13th centuries are 
also detailed.

284 BROWN, I. DAVID. The First Machinery in the English Mint. The 
Picus 1993 pp. 155-62. 

The article is more about the man who made and ran the first machinery, Eloy 
Mestrell, the Frenchman, than about the machinery itself. Starting in 1560, Mestrell 
appears to have used milling machinery in the production of a small quantity of gold 
and silver coin for Elizabeth I. Ironically, this machinery was used to make high value 
gold coinage rather than the high volume copper coinage for which it would have been 
better suited. This is a story of machinery invented before its time and the man who 
suffered for his lack of vision. (Thomas Serfass) 

285 CHALLIS, C.E. Presidential Address. BNJ 62 (1992) pp. 235-46. 

John Reynolds was one of the best and longest serving assayers the Royal Mint 
has ever had. Appointed initially with his brother Jeremy in 1607 as assistant to the 
assay master, he retained his post until his death in 1666. In his fifth and final 
address as President of the British Numismatic Society, Dr. Challis, relying heavily on 
hitherto unused sources at Goldsmiths’ Hall and the Public Record Office, looks at 
three aspects of Reynolds’ claim to fame: his compilation of tables to allow assayers 
to calculate how metals of different finenesses might be combined to produce ingots 
conformable with the required standards laid down by government; his career as 
common assayer at the Goldsmiths’ Hall, London; and his role in the issuing of coin 
weights in the reign of Charles I. (Author)

293 METCALF, D.M. The Rome (Forum) hoard of 1883. BNJ 62(1992) 
pp. 63-96. 

The original English text of the introduction to a monograph, published in Italian 
in Bollettino di Numismatica, about a hoard of some 840 coins, mainly Anglo-Saxon, 
concealed ca. 945. It reflects a sum of money sent to the Papacy as a grateful payment 
by the English nation, the so-called Romescot. Unlike English hoards of the same 
period, the Forum hoard includes a balanced representation from almost all the 
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monetary regions within England. A careful die study permits the writer to estimate 
the volume of mint-output and to assess wastage from the currency. Portrait coins are 
a feature of the Forum hoard, in which they are over-represented, probably by 
deliberate selection. A stylistic analysis of them proves that the dies were supplied 
from various die-cutting centers. Professor James Graham-Campbell contributes an 
appendix on the hooked tags which accompanied the hoard, and which record the gift 
to Pope Marinus II (942-46). (Author) 

294 METCALF, D.M. Thrymsas and Sceattas in the Ashmolean Museum, 
Oxford. Royal Numismatic Society Special Publication 27, 3 vols. 1993-94. 
xvi + 685 pp. illus. 

This work catalogues 478 Anglo-Saxon and related continental coins of the 
period ca. 630-ca. 810 in the Ashmolean Museum, and illustrates them all at twice 
life size. The lengthy text provides a comprehensive survey of the gold and silver 
coinages known to numismatists as thrymsas and sceattas, respectively. (It does not 
deal with the so-called stycas, which are Northumbrian coins of a silver-brass alloy, 
slightly later in date.) There are literally hundreds of types and varieties, almost all 
anepigraphic or with meaningless legends. They can only be attributed to their region 
of origin by the archaeological method of constructing distribution-maps of single 
finds, and they can only be dated by analysing their occurrence in an overlapping 
series of hoards. The author attributes and dates the coins by these methods, 
following S.E. Rigold’s scheme by which the varieties are gouped into series labelled 
form A to Z. A program of non-destructive chemical analysis is contributed to the 
volumes by Dr. J.P. Northover, who analysed over 360 specimens by electron-probe 
micro analysis, for 11 elements.

Written as a defense of the selection of the name for the new Croatian currency 
unit (also used by the Nazi-allied Independent State of Croatia during World War II), 
this work describes the evolution of monetary names both for coins and as units of 
account from the early medieval period through plans for a currency for the Banovina 
of Croatia (1939-41) including illustrations of models discovered in 1988. The World 
War II currency is treated in special detail, as are recent arguments after the breakup 
of Yugoslavia on a replacement for the dinar. (Charles B. Smith, Jr.) 


451 DJOZIC, HAKIJA. Novae Srednjovjekovne Bosne [Coins of Medieval 
Bosnia]. Numizmaticar (Sarajevo) 1 (1971) pp. 9-16 illus.

The author compares this new find, of which 1368 pieces reached the museum, 
with a previous find in the same village described by Ciro Truhelka in the same 
journal in 1905. The two discoveries are the only finds from which large quantities of 
medieval Bosnian silver coins were preserved for study, and both consist of issues of 
Kings Tvrtko II and TomaS Ostojic. GlavaS reaffirms Truhelka’s reassignment to 
Tvrtko II of many issues attributed by Sime Ljubic to Tvrtko I. The question of the 
location of the Bosnian royal mint is treated. In spite of speculation, on the basis of 
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the two large finds, of a mint in or near Ribici, the author favors Fojnica but states 
that firm evidence is still lacking for a definitive conclusion. (Charles B. Smith, Jr.)

Reasons are provided for the recall of nickel coinage minted between 1936 and 
1938 in Romania.

Logansport IN (by the author) 1993. 120 pp. illus. 

A brief history of the coinage precedes a detailed catalog of same by type, date, 
and mint, including commemoratives and patterns.

455 KUPA, MIHALY and GJURO KRASNOV. Ratna Lira iz Udina 
zigosana u S.H.S. [War lire from Udine overstamped in the Kingdom of 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes]. Numizmaticar (Sarajevo) 4-5 (March 1976) pp. 
23-24 illus. 

Described and illustrated are five and ten centesimi issues of the Cassa Veneta 
dei Prestiti in Udine of 2 January 1918. Each bears a stamp 73x14 mm. in Cyrillic: 

D. KONICKI PUT CARA DU§ANA/Br._in two lines. The stamp 

evidently dates from the beginning of 1919 and was applied by a Serbian cavalry unit. 
Otherwise, the circumstances of its application are unknown. (Charles B. Smith, Jr.) 

456 MIRNIK, IVAN. Srebra Nikole Zrinskog: Gvozdanski rudnici i 
kovnica novca [The silver of Nikola Zrinski: the Gvozdansko mines and 
mint].

The author provides a detailed history and analysis of the issues of Nikola of 
Zrim, who minted denars, grossi, and talers, as well as pfennings, between 1521 and 
1533 under the authority of kings Louis II and Ferdinand I Habsburg. The history of 
the Gvozdansko castle is also given, as well as of the mines, from their discovery by 
the Romans (or perhaps even earlier) to their final closure in 1966. Included is an 
outline of the grant and use of the minting privilege in Croatia and Slavonia.

Vol. 28 No. 3 (May 15, 1994) pp. 146-47 illus. 

Continuation of the author's studies of large cents of 1848, this installment 
covers N-25 (a-e), N-26 (a, b), N-28 (a-d), and N-29 (a-f). The author notes N-27 will 
be published at a later date. Diagnostic features for both the obverse and reverse are 
presented. (Thomas Serfass) 

460 ARGYRO, DANIEL. Major Die States of 1848, Part 6. PW Vol. 28 
No. 4 (July 15, 1994) pp. 206-14 illus. 

The author focuses on N-8 and N-27 in this sixth installment on die states of 
1848 large cents. He calls these two varieties “the most interesting” of the year with 
10 die states known for N-8 and 15 for N-27. Adding to the interest of these varieties 
is the fact that only one die state, N-27o, is rare with the rest being “relatively 
common." Each die state is illustrated with a drawing of the reverse. Diagnostic 
features are highlighted in text captions beside the drawings. (Thomas Serfass) 

461 BERTSCH, WOLFGANG. The Possible Origin of the $-Sign. NI 28 
No. 10 (Oct. 1993) pp. 240-41 illus. 
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462 BLYTHE, AL. A Spectacular Blunder, Identified as Possibly an 
1853/1853/2 Half Dime. Gobrecht J Vol. 20 Issue 60 (July 1994) pp. 3-5 
illus. 

A new “Blunder date” variety of 1853 with arrows half dime has been carefully 
documented by the author. Originally discovered as an unlisted variety by Michael 
Hodder, the obverse has a repunched date above which the remnants of the numerals 
185 appear just below the base of the rock. The 1853/2 designation is somewhat 
preliminary and the author calls for more microscopic analysis to confirm his findings. 
Blythe detected “the ghost outline of an earlier 2 under the earlier 3” using 60 power 
magnification. Despite the discovery piece being graded AU-55, the numeral 
remnants are so prominent they should remain on even low grade specimens.

Obverse Die Dentil Analysis, Part 2, 
Capped Bust Halves, 1820 to 1836. JRJ Vol. 8 Issue 3 (April 1994) pp. 6-18. 

A series of charts and speculations based upon extensive research adding to the 
knowledge about emission sequences. The author’s speculations on egraver 
“signatures” are interesting and informed. This work contributes to the pool of 
evidence concerning the production and use of dies and the question of who may have 
actually engraved them. (Thomas Serfass) 

465 FINKELSTEIN, DAVID. 2 bit and 6 bit Bust Half Dollars. JRJ Vol. 
8 Issue 4 (July 1994) pp. 28-34 illus. 

The author examines errors caused by feeding two planchets into the coining 
chamber of a screw press at one time. The initial outcome would be two uniface 
pieces, which might be hard to distinguish from trial pieces. If the pieces were run 
through the press a second time, a double impression could be produced on the one 
side and a normal impression on the other. Both types of coins are illustrated and the 
author explains his conclusions in detail. (Thomas Serfass) 

466 GRIFFEE, JOHN. New Jersey Coppers: Maris 51 g. PW Vol. 28 No. 
3 (May 15,1994) pp. 136-37. 
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A historical note on this variety of counterfeit New Jersey copper prefaces its 
description. The author presents a condition census of known specimens. He also 
provides a listing of pieces sold at auction whose owners are unknown to him.

The results of the author’s condition 
census study has led him to revise the rarity rating for the 42c down to an R5 from its 
previous rating as R6.

Mintage Quantities of Federal Coinage: A New 
Perspective Derived from the study of Eagles. JRJ Vol. 8 Issue 4 (July 1994) 
pp. 6-14. 

A review of earlier population survival numbers by Breen, Hilt and Akers with 
the author’s analysis of those figures and methodologies. The central question of the 
study is whether U.S. Mint delivery warrants correlated to the dates on or varieties of 
the coins delivered. Kenny presents his own estimates of “Postulated Quantity 
Minted” and “Estimated Survivors” by variety for the early gold Eagle series. He also 
urges a true census of Eagles be taken. (Thomas Serfass) 

469 KENNY, DAVID. Capped Bust Eagles: A New Approach to Die 
Variety Nomenclature. JRJ Vol. 8 Issue 3 (April 1994) pp. 22-26. 

A short analysis of the scarcity of Capped Bust Eagles is followed by information 
on the few known dies used to coin them (about 20) and the few obverse/reverse 
combinations (32). An explanation of the nomenclature and its application to the 32 
varieties is presented in a chart including Breen numbers. Hilt numbers and star 
information. (Thomas Serfass) 

470 MALLIS, A. GEORGE. Early American Coinage: Worlds of 
Possibility. Num Vol. 107 No. 10 (October 1994) pp. 1428-33, 1479-83 illus. 

Beginning with the fact that the colonies and subsequently the United States did 
not have enough circulating currency to satisfy the needs of their populace in the late 
18th and early 19th centuries, the author has examined the use of foreign coinage in 
America. He has compiled the laws concerning foreign coinage as legal tender in the 
United States, and described some of the mercantile customs which further facilitated 
its usage. Charts concerning exchange values of various foreign coins as well as the 
text of applicable U.S. law is presented. (Thomas Serfass) 

471 McCLOSKEY, JOHN W. The 1844 Half Dime. Gobrecht J Vol. 20 
Issue 60 (July 1994) pp. 31-33 illus. 
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The three varieties of this coin are described and illustrated by the author. 
Interestingly, the repunched date variety may well be the most common of the three.

A1A PETERSON, GLENN. Attributing the Smithsonian Collection. JRJ 
Vol. 8 Issue 3 (April 1994) pp. 34-37. 

Along with Kent Ingram, the author viewed the Smithsonian’s holdings of 
several series of Bust coinage. The article presents a list of the 172 Bust half dollars 
held by the Smithsonian along with attribution, grade and for some coins a rarity 
rating. Especially noteworthy were the Smithsonian’s crushed lettered edge proofs for 
1833-35.

The author revises rarity ratings based upon a poll of the Bust Half Nut Club 
membership. The third edition of Overton’s work represented several changes in 
rarity ratings (including the R8 designation for the first time). There were 37 coins up 
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for a change in rarity rating and only eight were “ascribed a new rarity rating that did 
not match the one used by Parsley” (in the Overton third edition). (Thomas Serfass)

appendix two of the Judd book. “Experimental pieces made outside the Mint with 
government dies,” “Semi-official and private patterns,” and “Privately issued 
restrikes” comprise the next three sections of Pollock’s book. The last two sections 
handle “Uncertain issues” and “Formerly Misattributed Pieces.” The author uses the 
same rarity ratings as Judd but has reorganized and expanded the book and therefore 
he presents a new numbering system. A Judd-Pollock conversion table is in an 
appendix. Provenance information on rare patterns, careful metrology and new die 
varieties are presented as well as an extensive bibliography which includes a separate 
section devoted to auction catalogs with important pattern material. Three historical 
appendices are also included. (Thomas Serfass) 

478 PRICE, ED. Obverse Die States of 1795 Valentine 4 Half Dimes. JRJ

The 1666 token of Robert BLOOMER in COMANHILL 
is shown to belong to Halesowen parish in Worcestershire. The issuer was probably 
Mr. Robert Bloomer (d. 1683). An abstract of the will, and the inventory of Robert

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 


Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be firom about SO to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor.

Relatively little is known about the inner structure of the monetary systems of the 
Near East during the Graeco-Roman period. The present study deals with the 
Nabataean coinage of ancient Arabia which was struck by kings of Petra during the 
1st century B.CJA.D. A total of 300 silver and 400 bronze coins from published 
sources have been used to compile the metrology. One of the chief problems is the 
inaccuracy of minting technique whereby the weights of the silver coins vary by more 
than 50% and bronze coins by over 100% within the same series. Despite these 
deficiencies it has been possible to devise a system of 9-10 types each for the silver 
and bronze issues. In addition, their equivalents in the contemporary Hellenistic, 
Greek and Jewish system are now established. 

As the Nabataean series shows a decline in fineness from initially 95% to 
ultimately 50%, the exchange with other ancient coins worked on the basis of net 
silver content. This debasing excluded the Nabataean coinage from wider acceptance 
in ancient trade and demonstrates a fairly strong nationalistic and political character 
for these issues. 

The coinage elucidates the problematical relationship between the greatest 
Nabataean king, Aretas IV, and his ambitious prime minister Sallaeus, showing that 
the two opponents exercised a co-regency for a period of four years. 
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The last unexplained mark of two letters on numerous Nabataean issues is now 
recognized as an abbreviation for Sela Aretas in the sense of ‘Nabataean money,’ 
without the intention to express a particular value in monetary terms. 

Several appendices set out the basic structure of the Hellenistic, Roman, 
Phoenician and Jewish monetary systmes and explain the position of the somewhat 
obscure unit ‘Sela.’

By this measure the owners of silver and of material assets could 
reduce their debts by 6/16. The bronze-silver ratio which existed before the 
introduction of the semilibral standard was hardly changed and consequently prices 
did not rise. The government profited from its reserves of silver and from the saving 
of bronze because now it was possible to pay with semlibral instead of libral asses. 
The effects of the law were quite important for the census; owners of silver or of 
appropriate assets were able to rise to a higher class.

Moreover, Votive Deposit I 
from Satricum, dated ca. 725-540 B.C., revealed the oldest pair of scales yet known 
from Italy. It seem likely that trade between the indigenous people and the 
Phoenicians or Greeks was to some extent regulated soon after their arrival in Italy. 
This is substantiated by an examination of the known weights and other units in 
combination with archaeological evidence for local production and commerce from 
both Pithekoussai and Satricum. (Author)
